“Bull Buck’ Tree In Sierra Forest 
Being Measured As The Challenger 


ASH MOUNTAIN — The General Sherman, a towering Giant 
Sequoia in California’s Sequoia National park, has reigned the 
undisputed champion as the “World’s Biggest Tree” since 1949. 
Recently a challenger known as the Bull Buck was discovered nearby 
in Nelder Grove on the Sierra National forest. 

Preliminary measurements of the Bull Buck submitted to the 
American Forestry association have indicated the two trees are close 
in overall size. This was determined by measuring the circumference 
at 4% feet above ground, the height, and the average crown 
diameter. Using AFA’s standard formula for comparing the size of 
one tree with another, it was discovered there was only a 6 point 
spread between the champion and the challenger. 

To settle the question of which tree is bigger, the American 
Forestry association has taken the lead to make an official 
measurement of both trees. The Bull Buck tree will be measured 
today, September 4, at 11:00 a.m. The General Sherman tree will be 
measured at the same time tomorrow, with the winner to be 
announced early tomorrow afternoon. 

Because of the unusual size of the giant Sequoias, the AFA is 
altering its standard methods for comparing tree sizes. The. formula 
for this measurement, will include the normal measurements of 
average crown spread and height, but will substitute a volume 
calculation in place of measurement of the tree’s circumference. 

Members of the measurement team will be Will Charter, regional 
silviculturist representing the U.S. Forest service; Lyle McDowell, 
associate western regional director of the National Park service; 
California State Director of Conservation Lewis Moran; John 
DeWitt, president of the Save the Redwoods league; and Voit
